Mavericks 

Members are encouraged to send encased mavericks to the editor but not more then 25 at 6 time. 

Please do not send encased that have a slim chance of being attributed, General business 
chains, banka. with generic headings etc. 

When sending your list of mavericks send a description and include all information on both 
sides, as well as the composition of the encased, size, shape, coin denomination and date of colts 
If you don't care to send the list you may send them. Package securely and include a check or 
stamps to cover return postage and insurance indicating the value you desire. 

Keep in mind that members may want to contact the owner of a particular piece. So if you 
wish your name and address to appear or to be shared if any inquiry should occur indicate that 
as well, : 

Mavericks are numbered and grouped with the first two letters of the surname or major Sopsee 
Each letter group will have its own set of numbers and each piece will also be numbered according 
to the order received. 

A maverick has no indication of town and/or state on the encasement and in some cas 
the name of the issuing business or subject. However, in order to submit for attribution there 
has to be enough clues for possible identification and location.

Its a great idea and one that is indeed needed. Here is my check for seven dollars, 
Sign me up. 

I collect nickels of all kinds be they U.S. issued, wooden, good for 5¢ tokens, Prison, 
Leper colony, or transportation tokens. If it is worth 5 cents it belongs in my collection. 

A few encased pieces have managed to enter my collection along the way, mostly from 
flea markets and antique shows. It was not until recently that my interest was peaked when 
I came across a nickel encased in brass shaped like a bee hive. By the time my mind was 
made up to purchase the piece it was gone. Been hooked ever since, and looking. 

One of the things I have found distressing about collecting anything that is tied to 
numismatics is the lack of a price base. Few collectibles such as elongated or wooden and 
tokens have any reference to purchase price. Therefore, a novice is at the mercy of the 
people who refer to the "hobby" as an "industry". 

I would like to see reports on how much a piece has brought from flea markets, antique 
shows, yard sales, fairs or what have you. Also from dealers, perhaps like yourself, some 
sort of "prices realized" or even "estimated" values from mail bid sales. Reports from 
hobbyist that attend auctions on just the encased pieces offered would be a tremendous aid 
to those of us that can not travel the country and view the lots. 

That would be about it for my wishes as a collector. My desires lie more in the 
story behind the encasement than the piece itself.

Teddy Bear Encasements by Bob Mitchell, ACE #32 


"A trial listing of Teddy Bear Encasements from my records show at least 6 
varieties; 
1. Kolb Bakeries - Philadelphia, PA (1908)
